A great 
deal of the m atter concerning the man that has 
been telegraphed from the East has lieen pute 
lislied, and a good deal east aside as less valua­ 
ble than other news. The effort is made In cer­ 
tain Quarters to create the impression that a 
master-stroke of genius has revealed some as­ 
tounding secret in fixing the identity of the 
man Kissane, but there ure, in truth, no 
new revclatious, unless exception is made 
of the statements published that involve a 
brother of Kissaue's, whose only crime appears 
to he that of brotherhood to him. That any 
public good is conserved by thus dragging inno­ 
cent families to public gaze because of their re­ 
lationship to Kissane, will scarcely be con­ 
tended. The fact is, such exposure of the inno­ 
cent to shame and disgrace is the part of heart­ 
lessness.

THE BEGINNING OF THE END. 


This journal from the outset expressed 
th e belief th at the interstate commerce 
law was not much to he feared, because it 
contained w ithin itself the seeds olf early 
decay. 
W e had given it three months 
lease of life, at the most, believing th a t it 
is impossible for legislation to invert the 
laws of trade, or reverse the current of the 
world’s commerce. 
The tem porary ex­ 
emption made from the operation of the 
leng and short haul clause for the Southern 
Railway Company, is a prima facie case in 
favor of the differential rates necessary 
upon roads operating between competing 
points, and having local or non-competitive 
points of discharge also. 
Tiie right is 
given to that company—pending investi­ 
gation—to charge less for a long than a 
short haul, the long haul being between 
competitive points and the short haul 
from and to points not touched by com­ 
peting systems of carriage. 
And in grant­ 
ing this privilege the Interstate Commis­ 
sion concedes, for the tim e being at least, 
th at water lines do compete w ith rail 
lines, and th at the latter cannot meet the 
former at rates that are applicable for 
hauls to places not enjoying competitive 
advantages. 
Yet that remarkably' obtuse 
journal, the «San Francisco Chronicle, per­ 
sists in declaring th at the low rates of 
enrriage by water are not due to the com­ 
petition of railway lin es; th at in fact no 
such competition can exist. 
On the very 
heels of this comes the California system 
of railway lines, showing that it is about 
to receive consignments of goods from the 
Orient, the carriage of which cannot be 
undertaken under the schedule*: th at are 
the natural and inevitable results of the 
new lav. 
That is to say, the law is 
prohibitive of eontinentaU ransit for goods 
of the Orient. 
So, too, a New England 
system of railways has applied for ex­ 
emption from the long and short haul 
clause, for the good business reason th at it 
must, in its export and import trade, meet 
water lines upon a level of rates or lose 
the business. 
The law is not three days 
old, yet from all over the country the cry 
goes up th at the “ A c t” will operate to 
punish the consumer and the shipper of 
goods and work them irreparable damage. 
The dispatches this morning convey the 
additional intelligence th at the Commis­ 
sion lias granted relief for ninety days to 
the Grand Haven and M ilwaukee Railroad 
Company, and for reasons that expose the 
absurdity of the law in ali its nakedness. 
T hat road operates boats between M il­ 
waukee and Grand Haven, on the opposite 
shore, and carries freight between Chicago 
and eastern ¡mints by th at route. 
But 
boats competing with it ply upon and 
around the chain of great lakes, and to 
these the law does not apply, while all- 
raii routes also compete w ith it between 
Chicago and the East. 
This is uatural 
competition, and as the Commission say, 
th e rates resultant as between Chicago 
and 
Milwaukee 
are 
just 
and fair. 
B ut on the route of the Grand llaven 
and Milwaukee road are points between 
which 
it 
charges 
a 
higher 
rate 
than for the long haul, and such charges 
are ju st and reasonable. 
Now, under the 
new law these non-competing ¡mints could 
complain th at they arc not given as low 
rates as result from the competition be­ 
tween the term inal ¡mints, and for fear of 
this complaint and its consequent penal­ 
ties, the road must do one of two things— 
reduce the rate between the non-compet­ 
itive points to the level of the long haul 
o r competitive 
rates, or abandon 
the 
through traffic. 
Such abandonment could 
not benefit the interm ediate points in any 
way, nor does the long haul, under com­ 
petition, injure them — while having no 
com petitive relations or advantages they 
cannot reasonably ask for the rates result­ 
ing from competition lietween other places. 
H ence the Commission says to the carrier, 
you shall be relieved, at least until further 
investigation, from the threat of the law. 
Tile San Francisco Bulletin of W ednesday 
very happily cited the experience of Eng­ 
land in this m atter of long and short 
hauls by rail, and the illustration serves 
adm irably to make clear the unwisdom of 
o u r legislation on the subject.

less from pompeting points than from points 
where there is no competition. 
It is left to the 
Commission to decide when railways may de­ 
part from the rule of “similar rates in similar 
circumstances,” in these two instances. The 
English Board of Trade arrived at this solution 
of the problem by a very simple process. 
They 
said that there were three interests to be consid- 
arcd: The interests of shippers, the interests of 
the railroads, and the interests oi the consum­ 
ers, and ot these three the last is entitled to the 
first consideration. 
“ If," said Lord Stanley, 
•• we forbid railroads from meeting water com­ 
petition. au important channel of communica­ 
tion between p,reducer and consumer will be 
blocked, while on the other hand, the sea route 
or other completing line would be leit free to 
increase their charges, the consumer would be 
placed in a worse position than he is, and the 
producer would find himself excluded from 
markets in which he now completes." 
In whatever light the m atter can be 
viewed, it will lie clear to whoever studies 
the question, th at the effort of Congress to 
prevent greater charge for service to anon- 
competitive than to a competitive point, 
must operate to the injury of the consumer 
—he is the man after all who must foot the 
bills and pay the price for interm eddling 
with the immutable laws of trade.

AND NOW THE UNDERTAKERS. 


T he regulating craze has become aliso- 
lutely ridiculous. 
It is being carried to 
such extremes as to be odious, and deserves 
the assault of satire and ridicule and the 
protests of those who believe paternalism 
in government to be dangerous. 
N early 
everything under the sun has either been 
legislatively regulated or suggested for 
regulation in these days; and at the last 
comes the New Y ork Legislature with a 
scheme for investigation and regulation of 
the 
business 
of 
undertakers. 
The 
people certainly had not contemplated 
this class as likely to be brought to the bar 
of public judgm ent, or required to cut 
their cloth by legislative measure. 
T heir 
vocation is so intim ately related to the 
profoundest sym pathies and tenderest emo­ 
tions, th at no one had thought they could 
¡lossibly be made the subject of legislative 
inquiries, which deal rath er w ith things 
of active life than w ith the silence and in­ 
ertness of the things of death. 
W e have no disposition to treat lightly 
any subject related to the dead. 
To us 
they are sacred, and the grave and all its 
belongings things to be treated w ith ten­ 
derness. 
But though the iron has entered 
the soul, and the anguish of the last part­ 
ing is a tie binding hearts beneath and 
above the sod indissolubly, who can read 
of this new scheme of regulative socialism 
and close his eyes to its absurdity and 
ridiculousness, or refrain from inquiring, 
with something of humorous spirit, “ W hat 
is to be the standard of fitness for the of­ 
fice of the solemn-visaged m en?” 
W e 
learn th at the “ new idea” is to have the 
whole undertaking business “ regulated” 
something according to 
the 
approved 
modern methods of legislators who “ get 
their work in” upon unfortunate victims 
who possess a business th at will endure the 
regulative rack and not die in the midst 
of its agonies. Thus, the legislator in New 
York 
who 
has 
discovered 
this 
new 
field for the exercise of legislative ingenu­ 
ity, proposes to have the whole undertak­ 
ing business investigated, w ith a view to 
perm itting only “ qualified ” men to en­ 
gage in the business of putting people un­ 
der the turf. 
H e would have a board of 
“ Funeral D irectors” created, before whom 
all persons engaged in the business shall 
be presented for exam ination, and only 
those shall coffin the dead who are granted 
certificates of competency. 
As to w hat are 
to be the requisites we are not fully in­ 
formed. 
Possibly they may relate to the 
facial lugubriousness th at befits the under­ 
taker; cr it may be required th at the 
throat-buttoned black coat and the im ­ 
maculate gloves shall be of a specified 
g rad e; th at funeral palls shall lie given 
certain draping, and the solemn nodding 
black plumes shall lie adjusted to a con­ 
ventional fall. 
It is possible that 
a 
regulation cut of the shroud will be ex­ 
acted, and the people who sleep the last 
sleep be required to conform to the latest 
fashion in final garments. 
It may be that 
under the proposed regulative measure the 
charges of the undertaker for funeral 
transportation will be so adjusted as to 
make the distance from the church to the 
cemetery bear a certain relation to the fee 
exacted for the service, and thus the long 
and short haul regulative idea be applied 
in a new direction. 
Possibly the licensed 
undertaker will be required to exemplify 
the method of trim m ing a casket or posing 
the weary head in its last r e s t; th at lie 
may be exam ined concerning his knowl­ 
edge of embalming, upon his method of 
dealing with mourners, and his skill in 
bringing on funerals on time. If the regu­ 
lation should extend to the arrangement 
of undertaker's shops so th at there shall 
no longer be bared to public gaze long a r­ 
rays of shiveringly suggestive emblems of 
m ortality 
touching 
elbows in 
a grim 
dress parade, the “ b ill” wonld have at 
least one redeeming feature. 
Y et the bet­ 
ter undertakers have voluntarily intro­ 
duced 
such a 
reform, 
and 
their 
es­ 
tablishm ents 
are 
now 
made 
rather 
inviting 
by 
th e 
absence 
of funeral 
emblems. 
I t 
is 
hinted 
th at 
one 
purpose of the new idea is 
to insure 
the better care of the bodies of the dead 
iu the interests of public health. 
If that 
is the intention, the proposed law should 
require undertakers to become rrema- 
tionists, and to abandon the grave and the 
coffin altogether, since sanitary science, 
reason ami economy condemn th" conven­ 
tional inhum ation of the d ud, and the 
decay of hum an flesh iu the earth to poi­ 
son the soil and exhale vicious odcre that 
pollute the atmosphere and bring disease 
to the nostrils of the living. 
I t is prob­ 
able, however, as a New York contempo­ 
rary suggests, th at the underlying motive 
of the “ new idea” is born of a sort of 
trade-union sentim ent. 
For it appears 
th at theiV are more undertakers in cities 
than the business of burial will support, 
and the “ old h an d s” propose to prevent 
apprentice encroachment ujion a business 
already over-crowded. 
The bill ought to 
fail, and the undertakers and the public 
be left to settle the question w hether peo­ 
ple shall die faster or some ol the gentle­ 
men of doleful countenance engage in 
more cheerful and better-paying vocations. 
If the bill should pass, and th e New York 
example become epidemic, we may have 
reason U> fear that some early Legislature 
nearer home will undertake to regulate 
our dying. 


T h e New York Star says that the fail­ 
ure of Mrs. Potter, and other eridences, 
indicate that the American craze in Lon- 
dou is over. 
All good Americans should 
be glad of it. 
T hat American women 
have been the idols of the B ritish public 
for some time, was flattering to our vanity, 
hut it did not contribute to the good of 
society. 
American women do not need to 
look to any court beyond th at of American 
judgm ent for support.

tu re o f m ouey, but refused to pass a defi­ 
ciency bill to bridge over th e m onths of 
A pril, M ay and Ju n e. 
F u n d s w ill again be 
available on Ju ly 1st, w hen the office w ill 
again be started full-handed. 
O nly two 
com positors are at w ork on the State series 
of text-books, and those engaged in their 
com pilation furnish copy so slow ly th at 
th is sm all force keep up w ith them w ith ­ 
o u t difficulty. 
Q uite a force are engaged 
in the book-bindery m aking cases for the 
arithm etics.

THE STATE SCHOOL BOOKS. 
S uperintendent o f S tate P rin tin g P . L. 
S hoaff has m ade a calculation of the ap ­ 
proxim ate n u m b er of each of th e State 
series o f school-books necessary to supply 
th e dem ands to be m ade du rin g th e year 
beginning Ju ly 1 ,1S87, and ending Ju ly 1, 
1888, an d says it m ust be based upon the 
nunsbcr of children in th e counties w hose 
contracts expire prior to or du rin g th at 
tim e, and due allow ances m u st be m ade for 
contingencies. 
W hile there seem s to be no 
official know ledge of th e counties and cities 
w hose contracts for readers and spellers ex­ 
p ire prior to Ju ly 1, 1887, or du rin g the 
th irty -n in th fiscal year, it is know n th at 
the contracts for th e readers and spellers in 
th e follow ing counties expire on or before 
Ju ly 1, 1887 : Colusa, F resno, Lassen, Mo­ 
doc, M ono, N apa, P lum as, San Diego, San 
Francisco, San Jo aq u in , San Mateo, S anta 
Clara (w ith th e exception of th e city of San 
Jose), 8ierra, Siskiyou, Sonom a and T uol- 
u m u e; 
also the city of A lam eda, upon 
w hich no estim ate is m ade, on account of 
the lack o f statistics. 
T h e c o n tra d i in 
three other counties expire also during th a t 
period, but there is no reliable inform ation 
as to w hich counties they are. 
T he next step in the calculation is to as­ 
certain th e basis upon w hich to determ ine 
th e n u m b er of books required by th e 
ch ild ren o f th e .-.several counties above 
nam ed. 
B y a careful exam ination of th e 
last report o f th e S uperintendent o f P u b ­ 
lic Instruction, it w ill be seen th a t the 
“ n u m b er o f census children ” is th e only 
reliable basis for calculation, for the fol­ 
low ing reasons : 
F irst, m any children, 
taught at hom e, do not attend sc h o o l; 
second, m an y children 
attend 
private 
schools, w hich schools w ill undoubtedly 
adopt th e S tate series, on account o f its 
m erit and cheapness. T he class of children 
th u s alluded to are enum erated in th e last 
report o f th e S uperintendent of P ublic 
Instruction under th e head of “ num ber of 
census ch ild ren ,” and 
not enum erated 
un d er th e head of “ nu m b er of children 
enrolled," o r th e “ num ber belonging,” or 
th e “ n u m b er actually atten d in g school.” 
F or these tw o m ost potent reasons the 
“ n u m b er of census children " is used as 
th e basis o f calculation in this estim ate. 
W e find in those counties 119,615 census 
children. 
A dd to th is 10,000 for probable 
increase, and we have 129,615. 
It has been 
estim ated th a t 26 per cent, are in gram m ar 
grades, and 71 per cent, in prim ary grades. 
T he schools of th e S tate are divided into 
eight grades, of w hich the first, second, 
th ird , fourth and fifth are generally called 
the g ram m ar grades; th e six th , seventh 
and eighth, th e prim ary grades. 
T h e seventh and eighth grades, repre­ 
senting 17 per cent., use F irst R eaders. 
Hence, th e num ber of th a t book required 
to supply th e dem and du rin g th a t period 
w ill be 60,919. 
T h e sixth, fifth and fourth grades, repre­ 
senting 84 per cent., w ill use _ the Second 
R eader, m aking 11,069. ot lh a t book to 
supply- th e dem and. 
T he third, second and first contain 26 
per cent., and use the T h ird R eader. 
T his 
w ill require 20,737 T h ird Readers. 
F o rty per cent, o f all th e children use 
Spellers, m aking it necessary to have 51,­ 
846 o f th a t book on hand. 
T w enty-six per cent, use A rithm etics, 
w hich w ill require the publishing of 33,­ 
699. 
A ccording to th e above estim ate, th e 
num ber o f each text book necessary to 
supply the dem ands during the thirty- 
n in th fiscal year w ould be as fo llo w s: 
F irst readers, 60,919; second readers, 44,­ 
009; th ird readers, 20,737; spellers, 51,846; 
arithm etics, 33,699. 
No estim ate can possibly be m ade as to 
th e num ber o f books w hich w ill be carried 
in stock by dealers, w hich is perm itted by 
Senate B ill 426, enacted by the tw enty- 
seventh session of the L egislature and 
signed by the G overnor. 
A publishing 
house, taking into consideration these facts, 
and preparing for em ergencies, w ould at 
at 
least 
publish 
65,000 
first 
readers, 
50.000 second readers, 25,000 th ird readers, 
55.000 spellers, and 35,000 arithm etics, and 
have them ready for distribution by Ju ly 
1,1887. 
Forty-five thousand first readers, 
30.000 second readers, 25,000 th ird readers 
and 40,000 spellers have already been p u b ­ 
lished. 
T hen, in accordance w ith the 
above estim ate, 20,000 first readers. 20,000 
second readers, 15,000 spellers and ,'k>,000 
arithm etics should yet be prepared in 
order th a t the dem ands for the th irty -n in th 
fiscal year m ay be supplied. 


M ore S treet R a ilro ad P ropositions. 
E ds.- R eco rd -U n io n : S om ething 
has 
been said about a cable road for Sacra­ 
m ento. 
A counter proposition, w hich is a 
m odification of th e cable, w ould be au 
electric m otor railroad. 
It was first pro­ 
posed to build the road along J street w ith ­ 
o u t saying how far. 
T hen it was proposed 
th a t it should circle ro und to the southern 
part of the city, and finally to th e place of 
beginning. 
T his w hole th in g is n o t enough to the 
purpose. 
It seem s to m e to have no object 
th at w ould result in great good to the city. 
T h at it w ould be a nicer th in g to ride about 
th e city on an electric or cable road than 
in a horse-car m ay be conceded. 
T h at 
said cars w ould m ove faster th an th e horse- 
rars m ay be true, and thereby m uch tim e 
w ould be saved ; but after all it w ould be 
paying dearly for th e w histle. 
I propose th a t a cable or electric railroad 
be built to B righton, beginning a t J and 
F ront streets. 
T h e road w ould then have 
for one of its objects th e im provem ent of 
th e land betw een here and B righton. 
T he 
land, w hich is very rich, should be cu lti­ 
vated like a garden. 
T he land w hich is 
now th in ly inhabited w ould teem w ith a 
heavy settlem ent and be loaded w ith veget­ 
ables and fruits. 
T he people w ould find a 
local m ark et along the stands on J street, 
and reach a farther m ark et at the railroad 
depot. 
T he railroad, w hether cable or 
electric, should have a car or cars f r pas­ 
sengers. and also for baskets of eggs am i 
boxea of fruits üdú sacks o f vegetables. 
It 
would soon be found lo abound in business' 
in need of extension tow ards the T en-M ile- 
H ouse, and then up to T aylor’s, and across 
the river to tile great ranches, soon to be 
opened 
up in the Cox A C laik and the 
Cardw ell regions. 
T hen if it is desired to 
extend th e line, let it be centrally tow ard 
F lorin or southw ard tow ard W alnut Grove. 
In this way w ill be laid the foundation for 
a city of proportions into w hich Sacra­ 
m ento is w orthy to expand.

T he S outhern Pacific C om pany h a s -is ­ 
sued th e follow ing circular to ali agents 
selling tickets over its lines to points in 
other S ta te s: 
To Agents selling ticket» lo foreign points: Your 
special attention is called to the provisions of 
the tenth section of the interstate law: “ Any 
agent or person, acting or employed, who alone 
or with any other person shall willfully do any­ 
thing in this Act prohibited shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be subjected 
to a fine not to exceed (5,010 lor each offense.'’ 
V » are advised by counsel to this effect: 
“A person selling tickets for a railroad com­ 
pany. either on salary or on commission, is to 
thst extent a person ‘acting for or employed' by 
it within the meaning of the Act. If sneh a per­ 
son was entitled to receive a commission, of sav 
S5 on each through ticket sold, and should, in 
order to make the sale, give to the purchaser 
S3 thereof, cr any portion ol it. it would be a 
violation of the Act, and the penalty would at­ 
tach.” 
All persons selling onr tickets are therefore 
notified that auy cut in passenger rates, whether 
made 
bv 
commission, allowances, rebates, 
drawbacks, or by any other method, will be con­ 
sidered sufficient for dismissal or for discontin­ 
uance of ticket-selling privileges, and the of­ 
fender will be held personally responsible for 
any violation of the Act.

Whereas, the Legislature of the State 


of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to e3ch of the 


two Houses of said Legislature 


voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


T o p ro p o se to th e peo p le otf th e S tate an 
a m en d m en t to th e C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S tate, re la tiv e to th e Ju d ic ia ry D e p a rt­ 
m en t. 


Rtfiohcd, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its tegular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. I>. eighteen hun­ 
dred and eSghiy-seven. two-thirds of ali the 
members electe* 1 to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
vL, of the Constitution oi said 
State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


S e c ti o n 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time of the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the tu- 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and sigued by four Justices. \\ hen- 
ever thereulter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice,ki like election shall be had to 
fill such office4br the unexpired term . T he cu 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction *>: 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
DepaitmentTwo. The Chief Justice shall assigu 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment m aybe changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall becomiK-tenJL to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation lo the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shad apportion the business to 
the departments, and may. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to oe 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or after judgment 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
nasbeen allotted to cue of the departments, and 
a judgmer t pronounced thereon, the order must 
be made within thirty daysaftersuch judgment, 
aud concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after judgm ent by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be hoard in bank. II the 
order be not made w ithin the time above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by a departm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ol thirty days a ore- 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court in 
bank at any time, and shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court

but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shail hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated.

The Jew ish Passover. 
The observance of the Jewish Passover 
will commence at the synagogue on Sixth 
street at 7 p. m. to-day. The Passover is a 
Hebrew festival, instituted hv Moses in 
commemoration of the Israelites remain­ 
ing intact on the night of the destruction 
of the first born in Egypt, immediately 
preceding the exodus from that country. 
Originally it was observed by sacrificing 
Passover lambs toward the evening of the 
14th of ttie 1st Hebrew spring month, and 
eating them on the following night, as well 
as by excluding all leaven from the meals 
of that evening and the following seven 
days, the first and last of which were ob­ 
served as holy. Since the final destruction 
of the tepiplé of Jerusalem, the Passover 
has been celebrated by eating unleavened 
bread during the seven davs, by abstinence 
from labor on the first ami last, and by the 
observance on the first evening of various 
domestic rites commemorative of the de­ 
liverance from Egyptian bondage, includ­ 
ing the recital of scriptural and legendary 
narratives and familiar conversation on 
the same national event, and the chanting 
of psalms.

The Ham English re­ 
ferred to by the Mail was well known in 
Sacramento, but none of his friends here 
appear to know of his present residence. 
Sniall-Fox Increasing in I,os Angeles. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, received a telegram last 
evening from Los Angeles, stating that the 
Health Officer of that city reports thirteen 
cases of small-pox in the hospital, seven 
cases quarantined in the city, and eleven 
cases in the county, making a total of 31 
cases, an increase of three since the last 
report.

The reappearance of Edwin Booth in 
Sacramento to-night revives historical 
memories fraught with liveliest interest, 
for in this city Mr. Booth first essayed the 
greatest of his characters. He was born 
at Belair, Md., November, 1833, and edu­ 
cated for the stage under the direction of 
his father, Junius Brutus Booth, the great 
tragedian. He first appeared in a minor 
part at the Boston Museum in 1849. In 
1.851 he took his father's place as Rich­ 
ard I II , on occasion of the latter's illness 
during an engagement at the Chatham- 
street Theater, New York. In June, 1862, 
father and son left New York for Califor­ 
nia. In September, 1851, Dr. Volney 
Spalding built the American Theater on J 
street. J. B. Booth, Sr.. became manager 
September 19th—a refined, genial, whole- 
souled gentleman he was, and a thor­ 
oughly competent artist, too. Here on 
August 19, 1852, J. B. Booth, Sr., and Ed­ 
win appeared in the play of “ The Iron 
Chest,” J. B. Booth also appearing. They 
played there until September 6ih, when 
the senior Booth appeared as Richard III. 
and Jerry Sneak for the benefit of his son, 
J. B. Booth, Jr. The season was one of pe­ 
cuniary disaster to the manager. The 
theater was burned in the great fire of 1852. 
The Sacramento Theater was built in 
1352-3, and opened in March. It was on 
the west side of Third street, between I and 
J. It is now a ruin, though used as a 
cheap store house. In this theater ap­ 
peared some of the greatest lights of the 
stage in the years 1853 and 1854—such as 
Ole Bull, Strakosch, Madame Anna Bishop, 
Matilda Heron, Mrs. Thoman, Mrs. Judah, 
Walter Leman, Mrs. Sinclair (other­ 
wise Mrs. Edwin Forrest), F. S. Chan- 
frau, C. R. Thorne, Sr., and wife and 
daughter (Emily Jordan, the handsomest 
woman ever on the coast to the time of 
Neilsen), Barney Williams and wife, the 
Chapmans and Robinsons. Sophie Edwin, 
Henry Sedley and a host of others. 
August 6,1855, Edwin Booth was a mem­ 
ber of the stock company with James 
Dowling (dead), Mrs. Hunt (dead), Miss 
Eloise (dead), Miss Herbert, Walter M. 
Leman, Jas. Carden (dead), Win. Mars- 
den, James McCabe (dead), Geo. G. Spear, 
Mrs. Judah (dead), L. F. Rand, F. Freder­ 
ick and B. Barrett. Mr. Booth first ap­ 
peared that season as Jack Spriegs, in 
" Look Before You Leap.” Until May, 
1856, Mr. Booth frequently appeared at the 
Sacramento and the Forrest (J, Sec­ 
ond and Third), in a round of varied charac­ 
ters, with varying success, and constant 
progress. 
August 11, 1855, he played 
Richard III. in Sacramento, with J. A. 
Smith as Buckingham, The Sacramento 
papers then said Mr. Booth was “ a promis­ 
ing young actor.” Comedy, tragedy, farce, 
all came to his hand, and had about equal 
favor. August 18th he, for the first time, 
played Hamlet, thereafter his greatest 
character, and which has more than all 
else made him famous. Walter M. Leman 
was the Ghost and Mrs. Judah—the splen­ 
did, kindly, lovely woman that she was— 
appeared as the Queen. The Sacramento 
Union the next morning said: “ Mr. E. 
Booth portrayed the character of the Prince 
of Denmark most vividly, and in some re­ 
spects his acting would compare very favor­ 
ably with that of Murdock.” From that 
on he entertained Sacrameutans as Malvo- 
110, Antipolis of Syracuse (with fun-lov­ 
ing Win. Barry, the inimitable comedian, 
as his Dromio—alas, that heis dead), and 
as policeman Bucket, when the Union 
deigned to say that “ be showed himself a 
genuine star.” After that he appeared in 
Leman's comedy, “ The Millionaire.” in 
the “ Love Chase,” “ Masks and Faces,” 
“ Love's Fetters,” “ Jealous Wife,” and as 
Captain Murphy Maguire, playing second 
to the Gougenheim sisters. Then he was 
Duke of Ricflmond, the Duke in “The 
Honeymoon,” The Captain in the farce 
" Who Speaks First,” Aidertin the “Morn­ 
ing Call,” and so on through a long list, 
for the rule then was to change bills often, 
and the work of an actor in those days was 
something to remember. In November he 
was at the Forrest, as Charles Surface and 
Benedick (admission, $2), Young Marlowe, 
and then appeared in other pans support­ 
ing Catharine N. Sinclair at the Sacramenlo 
Theater, with Henry Sedley, E. N. Thayer, 
C. R. Thorne, Sr., Geo. Chapman and Mr. 
McCabe. In the long engagement he won 
his chief laurels as Claude Melnotte, con­ 
cerning which the Union said : “ If the 
subject of this notice will but apply himself 
industriously, unceasingly and persever­ 
ing to his profession, he will ere long 
rank among the foremost of living 
actors.” In December he was Richard 
111. to Sedley’s Richmond, and, after 
appearing in “ Still Waters Run Deep,” 
" Pollies of a Night,” “ The Stranger,” and 
“ The Belle’s Stratagem.” lie made a great 
stroke of success as Phidias, in “ The 
Marble Heart,” and repeated it for nineteen 
nights to such houses as had never before 
been seen in Sacramento. Miners came 
all the way from Shasta and Amador and 
El Dorado and Sierra counties to see him, 
and from all over the country the people 
Hocked to Sacramento to witness the re­ 
markable performance of the rising young 
man. Alter the nineteenth night it was 
played at intervals until January 11, 1856, 
and then, after a pause ftr several weeks 
more. He was given a benefit by the com­ 
pany “ in recognition of his genius,” and 
the Legislature came down from its stilts 
to do him honor in a testimonial. He made 
a “ run ” the same winter at the Sacra­ 
mento Theater, ih "Two Lovers and a Life,” 
Leman, Wheatleigh, and the Gocgenheims 
playing the same drama at the same time 
in opposition. At the Forrest, March 1st, 
he appeared for Mrs. Sinclair's benefit, as 
she was about to depart for the East to 
conduct the second trial of her divorce 
suit against Edwin Forrest. On the stage 
that night were Edwin Booth, Billy Birch, 
Catherine, Sinclair. Sam Wells, Wheatleigh, 
George Coes, Sedley, and others, from the 
plane of burnt-cork to the level of tragedy. 
In April, 1856, the papers announced “Ned 
Booth ” as leading-rnan at the Forrest The­ 
ater. April 14ili, C. C.-Clapp, a dancing- 
master. appeared as Hamlet and Mr. 
Booth as the Gbo t. It was a wonderful 
and fearful permformance, or the per: 
of poor Clapp, "who went to ruin, and on 
the second night was hooted from the stage, 
to the accompaniment of ancient cabbages 
and antique vegetables generally, and, 
amid shouts of " Ladies chain.” “ Down 
the middle,” “ Hands across,” “ All prom­ 
enade.” Sophie Edwin—noble and lovely 
woman that she was, and an artist of the 
good old school—was the Queen on that 
occasion. Soon after Mr. Booth had a 
splendid benefit, appearing as Hamlet, and 
the Union said: “ His dramatic attain­ 
ments are of a high ord*. and there is 
nothing now to hinder his onward march 
to the highest distinction in the pro­ 
fession.” 
In April he was Claude 
to May Franklin's I’attliae, a Sacramento 
debutante, who was soon lost in the 
grand army oí incompetents. “ Hamlet ” 
was repeated several times and the “ Iron 
Chest” at the Forrest, and then (April 
26th . as one of a stock company, Mr. Booth 
opened the old Sacramento Theater, and 
for the iiret time appeared as Othello, Ber­ 
tram and Brutus, and soon after appeared 
with Rowena Granice as Shylock. In May 
he was Romeo to Sophie Edwins Juliet. 
May 24th he first appeared as Richelieu, 
and succeeded so welt that he went to Sail 
Francisco and repeated it, and won golden 
opinions there also. He soon returned to 
Sacramento and appeared as the apostate 
Richelieu, and made his last appearance 
here June 7. 1856. so that for ten months 
he was a Sacramento man essentially. He 
left California 1857. going to Honolulu and 
to Melbourne and thence to New Y’ork. 
In 1860 the Eastern world opened its eyes 
to the genius which Sacramento was the 
first to discover. HÍ3 after triumphs are 
too well known to call for recitation here. 
His genius has put him at the topmost 
round of dramatic art. and he stands to­ 
day the greatest artist of the stage America 
has produced. October 31,1876, Mr. Bootli 
returned to Sacramento after nearly twenty- 
one years' absence, and appeared at the 
Metropolitan Theater, supported by John 
McCullough, T. W. Keene, Kate Benin, 
Sirs. Judah, Harrv Edwards, John Wilson, 
Ella Wilton. Walter M. Leman and E. N. 
Thayer, and for four nights as Ham­ 
let, " Richelieu, lago and Richard III. 
His reception 
was 
in

spect brilliantly in keeping with the 
with the high character of his art and as 
warm a tribute to cenias as could be paid. 
The exigencies of space prevent such 
analysis now- of the art of Mr. Booth as 
our "inclination promots us to make. We 
can only say now as before, that he. draws 
his inspiration from .a? breas; of Mother 
Nature; he is copyist of no school, im i­ 
tator of no man ; he is to be placed ii1 com­ 
parison with no other artist, great though 


others are. In the world of dramatic 
achievement, in the midst of a brilliant 
galaxy of colleagues, he yet stands alone— 
there is but one Booth. Mr. Booth will 
appear to-night as “ Hamlet.”

CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 
The G eneral Spirit of Enterprise and 
Frosperfty Noticed W ithin Two Itlocks. 
The spirit of improvement and beauti­ 
fying homes and their surroundings was 
never so noticeable in Sacramento as at 
present. New residences are being erected, 
and those already occupied improved and 
painted: old walks replaced with fine arti­ 
ficial stone pavement, and front fences re­ 
moved. to he succeeded by new ones of 
handsome light patterns in iron or other 
modern designs, for lawn protection and 
ornamentation. Wherever a person goes 
within the city these evidences of awaken­ 
ing enterprise and prosperity greet the eye 
and enkindle a warm feeling of satisfac­ 
tion at the outlook. Every dollar thus ex­ 
pended in beautifying residences and their 
surroundings makes life more enjoyable, 
vexation less pointed, and adds tenfold to 
the appearance and value of our homes as 
such, and to the attractiveness of the city. 
Among the improvements noticed yes­ 
terday in a few minutes’ walk, and within 
the space of two or three blocks from Tenth 
and H streets, may be mentioned the 
premises of C. W. Clarke, where about 
$4,000 have recently been expended in 
handsomely painting residence and build­ 
ings, constructing an extended amount of 
artificial stone sidewalk of the very best 
clags and appearance that has been laid in 
the city, electing an elegant iron fence on 
a fine stone coping upon three sides of the 
grounds, which occupy a fuil quarter of a 
square, raising the lawns to a high grade, 
etc.The premises of J. II. Glide, which 
occupy the other half of the same square 
fronting on H street, is being similarly 
beautified and improved. 
The grounds 
have been raised, the residence handsomely 
painted, and a fine artificial stone-walk and 
iron fence upon stone coping, are now being 
constructed. 
Across the street, R. S. Carey's premises, 
have been greatly improved by raising and 
otherwise beautifying the grounds. At 
Tenth and G stree’ts, G. A. Stoddard has 
recently had a splendid artificial stone- 
walk put down, and on the opposite side 
of the street W. H. Davis has made similar 
improvements. 
On G street, between Tenth and Elev­ 
enth streets, not half a block awuy, C. P. 
Corliss is putting up a handsome two-story 
residence, and immediately opposite, on 
the south side of G street, "Duncan Beau­ 
mont recently completed a fine residence 
of two stories and a basement with mod­ 
ern improvements. 
At Tenth and F streets, the residence and 
grounds of Mrs. S. B. Hubbard and L. A. 
Upson, have been very greatly improved 
and beautified, and occupying a quarter of 
a block as they do, have added verv much 
to the appearance of the neighborhood. A 
new iron fence ba3 been built upon two 
sides of the grounds, ornamental tiees put 
out, the buildings painted, and a row of 
palms set outsideof the walk on the Tenth 
and F street side. On the opposite side of 
Tenth street, between F and G streets, 
George E. Kuchler has recently completed 
a neat six-room cottage. 
It will be observed that the improve­ 
ments here mentioned are all of a substan­ 
tial character, and within an area of a 
couple of blocks, and this is only an illus­ 
tration of what is to be seen generally 
throughout the city. If this spirit of bet­ 
terment continues, and extends as it should 
to all the adjoining property owners, Sacra­ 
mento will soon be in reputation and fact, 
the most beautiful, and the Queen City of 
the Pacific coast.

Ail are of high 
interest, important for the history of their 
respective peoplts and for the general his­ 
tory of religions: yet they lack that breadth 
and depth of consequence that belongs to 
the Hindu Veda.— II".
